HORE  WOOL  GROWERS 
ARE  REEDED  IR  U.S. 


There  is  such  a shortage  of  wool 
that  the  government  is  considering 
.placing  a ban  on  the  slaughter  of  ewe 
lambs.  Such  word  was  passed  on  by  C. 
S.  Eawcott  of  Boston,  General  Manager 
of  the  Rational  Wool  Marketing  Corjpo- 
ration  at  the  annual  convention  of 
the  Texas  Sheep  and  Goat  Raisers  Asso- 
ciation held  recently. 

U,  S.  Senator  Lyndon  B.  Johnson 
states  that  the  wool  situation  is  so 
bad  that  if  the  country  should  under- 
take a general  mobilization  at  this 
time  for  a 3 >000, 000  nan  armed 
force,  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
United  States  would- have  sufficient 
wool  to  clothe  these  men. 

Our  senator  places  the  wool  situa- 
tion as  follows; 

1.  There  is  no  wool  in  stockpile, 

2.  The  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  no  wool  in  its  inventories. 

3*  ^'^ar  reserves  of  wool  cloth  ap- 

, par el  and  yarn  are  pitifully  inade- 
quat  e . 

4 . We  are  now  producing  only  one- 
fourth  of  the  wool  that  is  needed 
annually  just  for  domestic  consump- 
tion. 

He  said  wool  stockpiles' amounted 
to  400,000,000  pounds  in  the  United 
States  in  1945  and  despite  urging  of 
the  Agriculture  Department  and  wool 
trade  experts  the  M'unitions  Board 
failed  to  declare  wool  a strategic 
material  and  than  finds  itself  in  a 
bad  situation  today. 

Wool  and  mohair  growers  should  be 
enthusiastic  about  the  future  as 
their  opportunity  is  at  hand.  Small 
stock  farmers  might  do, well  to  grow 
wool .

recreation  but  also  in  projects  sponsored 
by  the  various  committees  and  of  the 
broadening  aspects  of  the  Department’s 
work  called  to  the  attention  of  the  em- 
ployees by  moans  of  outstanding  speakers, 
publications,  etc. 

Dr.  E.  Ro  Drahein  and  Lu  Gibbons,  Divi- 
sion of  Training,  Office  of  Personnel,  for 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Washington, 
D.  C,  have  explained  in  a most  interest- 
ing manner  in  the  December  issue  of  Per- 
sonnel Adioinistration  the  vrork  sponsored 
by  USDa  Clubs. 

The  idea  for  USDA  Clubs  was  conceived 
in  1920  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Edwin 
T.  Meredith  following  a cross-country 
field  trip  visiting  Department  offices  in 
various  cities.  Mr,  Meredith  found  to 
his  dismay  that  the  employees  of  one  De- 
partment agency  v;ere  not  acquainted  with 
employees  of  other  agencies  of  the  De- 
partment in  the  same  city.  In  some  cases 
they  did  not  know  that  the  agency  in 
question  was  a part  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

Secretary  Meredith  therefore  suggested 
that  an  organization  be  formed  vrhich  would 
bring  Department  employees  in  field  cen- 
ters together  in  one  "family  group," 
whereby  they  could  increase  their  persenal 
acquaintance  and  their  knowledge  of  the 
v:ork  of  all  Department  agencies. 

The  first  USDA  Club  was  organized  in 
San  Francisco,  Others  in  Denver,  Albu- 
Q^uerque,  Re\if  York  City,  and  Portland  soon 
follov/ed.  By  the  middle  of  I926  there 
were  29  clubs  in  22  States.  Since  then 
many  more  have  been  orgaiiized.  Today 
there  are  84  USDA  Clubs  in  40  States. 

The  USDA  Club  of  Dallas  was  organised 
in  1940  with  William  J,  Green  as  its  first 
president.  He  served  through  1941.  Other 
presidents  in  consecutive  order  are  Morris 
Hankins,  Olin  Justice,  William  Ward,  Lee 
P.  Pierson,  Earl  Patterson,  0.  R.  Spung, 

C,  M.  Evans,  Mono  Schocnbach,  and  William
